The strike among the cigar-makers of St. 
Louis has difected public attention to the man- 
ufacturing industry with which they are con- 
nected, and created a desire to kvow more ot 
the secrets of their trade. The manutacture of 
cigars has increased marvelously in the United 
States during the last twenty years,and has now 
become the source from which the Government 
derives a very large share of its revenue. The 
regular 

GOVERNMENT TAX ON CIGARS 
since 1875 has been $6 a thousand, cigarettes 
$175 athousand; when they weigh over three 
pounds to the thousand, $6, or the same as 
cigars.

Ot this quanti- 
ty there were exported 55,792,pounds, leaving 
to be withdrawn for consumptionin the Unit- 
ed States 567,792 pounds. Allowing 13% 
pounds asthe average weight per thousand, 
the number of imporicd cigars used in 
this country for the year named 
would be £2 ,001,000. These were 
taxed atthe rate of $6 per thousand, $2 50 per 
pound and 25 per cent ad valorem. It will be 
seen that the total of Government tax on im- 
ported cigars runs up to nearly $50 a thousand 
on the average. It is easy to see, therefore, 
why imvorted cigars sell so high. The wonder 
is that so many of them are used by the Ameri- 
can people.

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RACE HORSES SHIPPED TO ENGLAND. 


Padded Boxes Decorated With Pictures for 
the Favorites. 


[From the New York Star.] 

The largest shipment of thoroughbred race 
horses ever made between this country and 
Europe was transported by the steamship Eria 
ot the National Line yesterday. There were 
fourteen animals, nine belonging to Pierre 
Lorillard, consisting of Falsetto, Santee, Iro- 
quvois, Passaic, Dakota, Wyandot, Pawpaw, 
Mohawk ard Seneca. Eight of the avove have 
been entered for atl the principal races in Eng- 
land. The five horses sent by Mr. Sanford are 
ell yearlings, and have never run a race. Ail 
pag toast take part in the spring mecting 
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fottomed chairs fur the use of the ms,who 
will bein constant attendance during the voy- 
ange. The sides were padded, while suspended 
from thetop with block and tackle was the 
sling to be used in case of bad weather. The 
other boxes were also padied. The superinten- 
dent said to a Star reperter that if the Erin was 
to pass through a regular hurricane the horses 
could not po-sibly hurt themselves. 

Mr. Sanford’s horses were divided on the 
port uud starboard sides, in alternate boxes, 
xrranged so thatin case the animals show any 
symptoms of stiffness, by a sliding board both 
stalis can be transformed into one, which 
would give the horse more room to walk about 
in. Incase of a storm the outer sides of ths 
boxes can be closed up so as to - ! the anl- 
malin astanding position, with the padded 
portion of the stallon both sides of it, thus 
obviating the slightest ehance of af accident. 

The whole shipment has been place’ under 
the charge of Mr. Bishop, Mr. Lorillard’s busi- 
ness manager, who said that in Liverpool spe. 
cial railroud boxes had been built, in which 
they will be conveyed from point te point dur- 
ing their stay in Englacrd. The success of Pa- 
role in England has encouraged Mr. Lorillard 
to further test the prowess of the Engiish race 
horse. He will have Fualsetto puton the track 
for practice “3 soon alter their arrival as is 
consideied advisable.

STRUCK BY LIGHTNING. 


The Thrilling Experience of Two Men on the 
St. Charles Rock Road. 


Albert Gross and Dexter Stockley had a nar- 
row escape from instant death between 1 and 
2 o’clock yesterday afternoon. They were in 
alight wagon, driving along the St. Charles 
Rock road, near the Six-Mile House, when a 
thunder storm came up, accompanied by rain 
and wind. They halted for a 
moment to raise the wagon-top, 
and hadjust completed that task when there 
came a zigzag flash of fire, a deafening report, 
and the wagontop was literally broken to 
pieces. Their horse was knocked senseless, 
and they were shocked to so great an extent 
that they were unable to speak fer several sec- 
onds. Gross wasthe first to recover, ana, 
arousing Stockley, they set to work disen- 
tancling the horsetrom the rig. About the time 
they succeeded in so doing the animal gave 
signs of returning consciousness, and after the 


lapse ofa quarter of anhour came around all 
right. An examination of the vehicle top 
showed that it had undoubtedly been struck by 
lightning. The steel bars or hoops forming the 
ribs of the top were torn and twisted all out of 
shape, and one of them was almost completely 
melted down. The electric bolt hat 
evidently descended full upon the cover and 
its course diverted by the steel ribs, thus sav- 
ing the lives of Gross and Stockley. Both men 
sustained a severe shock to their nervous sys- 
tems. but outside of that have experienced no 
serious results from their close proximity to a 
flash of real, genuine lightning.

family, to commit the deed of violence for 
which they were thirsting. At 9:30 o’clock 
on the morning of the 19th inst., my husband 
was brought home ona lounge, borne by the 
populace, naked to his waist, the City Phy- 
sician baving torn off his clothing down 
the street to determine his wounds. When 
placed upon bis bed, my husband 
gasped, ‘*Oh!

As I neared 
McCormick’s drug store, 1 saw Jim Birksdale 
and W. D. Gibds (who, by the way, is Demo- 
eratie State Senator) standinginthe door. I 
thought I could get by wi' hout being attacked, 
although for two weeks I have not gone down 
the street expecting to get back alive, when, 
just as I got opposite McCormick’s, Jim 
Barksdale rushed out into the middie of the 
street and began firing at me. I felt that I 
was badly shot, and made for a stairway near, 
crawled up, sat on the step, and fired my 
pistol until I fainted. 

In a cross-ex: mination, Mr. Holt asked him 
if he saw Jim Barksdale witha gun. ‘1 did 
see him with a shotgun.’’ Mr. Holt asked if 
he saw any one else shoot. ‘*I did not.’’ Mr. 
Holt asked if Jim Barksdale spoke at all, and 
if Barksdale fired first. ‘*l did not hear a 
sound, and I did not dream of immediate dan- 
ger until I felt that I was badly shot in the 
back.’?

charges and the plot which I had seen gradu- 
aliy thickening against me. He again refused 
the names, saying that he would confront 
me.’’ My husband said before dying: *‘I had 
rather been killed than have killed any of 
them:’’ and when I exclaimed, **Oh, no! I 
would that you liad Kilicd them all, and your 
life had been sparec to iia i ae he said, ‘‘*No, 
bo, you Must not say that.’? He also said: 
‘**] wish Jim Barksduie was here to see a brave 
man die.’’

The London School Board initiated a 
system ofeducation ine In the first 
place, it was found necessary that duly quali- 
fied teachers shou!d be pro and accord- 
ingly, early in the year 1877, the board adopt- 
ed as an article in the code of regulations a 
rule to the effect that ‘‘one or more of the 
mistresses in every girl school must com- 
petent to teach cockerv,’’ and all head and as- 
sistant mistresses of girls’ schools who were 
not already competent to teach cook- 
ery were strongly urged to attend a 
course of lessons on that subject. These 
lessons have been given at four cookery cen- 
ters, situated respectively in the divisions of 
Greenwich, Marylebone, Hackney and Lam- 
beth, being thus available to teachers in al! 
parts of London. The instruction is both 
theoretical and practical, and the teachers 
are not admitted to an examination in the 
practical department until they have passed a 

sitisfactorvy examination in theoretical! cook- 
ery. Certificates have been granted to those 
mistresses who have successfully passed both 
classes of examination. The subjects of ex- 
amination, both theoretical and practical, are 
con line d within the limits in which it is re- 
quired that instruction shall be given to 
scholars. This cannot be better ilinstrated 
than by quoting some of the questions re- 
quired to be answered by the teachers before 
passing their examination in tl tical cook- 
ery. ‘These questions illustrate i. a simple 
and forcible wanner the charac!:. of the in- 
struction in cookery which is afterwards giv- 
en by the teachers to the advanced girls in 
th e board schools of London: 

*‘Nameand explain briefiy the six com- 
monest ways of cooking meat. Give a full re- 
cipe for prepariig a peace of meat in any 
one of the ways you mention.’’ ‘*Name six 
cf the most vaiuable fresh vegetables used i: 
this country. Give recipes for boiling ok 
potatoes, for boiling cauliflower and servin 
it with melted butter.” **What are the gen- 
eral rules tobe observed in roasting meat? 
How long would it take toroast seven pounds 
of beef, and how would you set about ity’? 
‘*How ‘would you make leg of beef soup? 
‘*What are the different me thods of prepar- 
ing beef tea? Give two of the recipes 
“How would you make a  quartern 
of flour into bread?” ‘*‘Give the 
recipe for a meat pie.’’ ‘*What is the differ- 
ence between the flesh of white and oily fish? 
How would you stuff and bake a haddock?’’ 
**What is pot-aqu-feu2 How would you pre- 
pare it with six pounds of beef? What beef 
would you use and what other ingrec lients ?”’ 
**Mention some ways of recooking old meat.’ 
‘*What dishes can you prepare with Aus- 
tralian meat? Give the recipe for on:.’’ 
**Give the rules for boiling meat atid the time 
allowed.’’ **How would you prepare an Irish 
stew?’’ **How would you prepare a dish of 
beef ala mode?’’ ‘*What utensils are neces- 
sary for a small kitehen?’’ 

We have quoted at considerable length from 
the questions put at the cookery examinations 
in order that an accurate idea may be obtain- 
ed of the character of the instructions given. 
The matter speaks for itself, and we think 
there are very few people who will be pre- 
pared seriously to argue that instruction of 
this kind ought not to be given to girls in 
board schools. The scheme of teaching 
adopted by the board is to give to the older 
girls, in ce rtain schools, at least twelve les- 
sons on ‘‘Food,and its Preparation,” and 
tweive lessons in practical cookery. ‘The 
practice lessons are given to girls upon 
one half-day in each week. ‘They are 
a by an instructor appointed by the 
board. who is paid a salary of £60 per annum. 
The board have resolved to provide kitchens 
at twenty-one schools throughout London, 
selected in districts the most convenient for 
the attendance of the scholars. Of these, five 
are now in actual oper ation. These kitcaens 
are fitted up with suc! appli inces as are suit: a- 
bie for an ordinary artisan’shome. A simple 
cooking apparatus is provided for such sehoo!s 
in outlying districts as are too far removed 
from the kitchens. The food cooked rén- 
erally sold, and therefore no joss accrues from 
waste. The teaching is at present inits infan-

A motion was made and carried that a tele- 
grain be sent to Mc1: ison, asking bim what he 
was willing to pay for hoop-shaving, andift he 
would furnish transportation for those willing 
to accept his offer. 

Contributions solicited by William Shea, 
amounting to $10, were 1ceported received by 
the treasurer. 

A vote of thanks was then tendered for con- 
tributions received this moraing. 

The resorts of committees being in ord-e~, 
members of the committee appointed to visit 
the sugar refinery reported thav one or twoof 
their number were at work. 

The committee vicitine Sheppenkoetter’s 
shop said that anumber ot men were at work, 
amujority of whom Weve willing to join tae 
strike. 

The committee visiting Wonderlich’s shop 


“reported that four men were shaving hoops, 


and that a number of men were making bar- 
rels. The latter were willing to quit work if 
the hoop-shavers would do the same. 

The committee from Hame’s sbhep stated that 
ten men were making barrels, receiving the 
price demanded by the coopers. 

The committee visiting the shops in French- 
town reported that the men in all the shops in 
that part of the city were willing to join the 
stnke. 

The committee that visited Henry Spring- 
meier’s shop reported that three men and five 
boys were at work there, making potato bar- 
rels, and that they could not beiaduced to 
leave off working. 

The commitiee that visited Ilenry Amas’ 
shop said that a number of boys were em- 
orn ye by Mr. Ames and nothing could be done 
with them. 

The committee that visited Mr. Thomas Ja- 
cobs’ shop said that afew men anand a number 
ot boys weve working there, and the efforts of 
the committee to induce them to stop work 
were unavailing. 

The reports of each one of these committees 
were received, placed on file and the comm /'t- 
tees alechurged. 

A motion was made that a book be purchased, 
to be known as the ‘‘black book,’’ and that 
the names of all coopers now working ai the 
several shops be entered therein.

$40,000 DAMAGES. 


Charles H. Bosse Sues the New York Life 
and Union Muiual Companies. 


Notes from the Civil Courts—What the Jus- 
tices are Doing. 


Charles H. Bosse has entered an actio 
against the New York Life Insurance Co.,Wm. 
L. Hill, andthe Union Mutual Life Insurance 
Company of Ma‘ne, James R. McBeth. The 
pieintiff claims damages On two counts in the 
sum of $40,000. 

The petition states that his Messrs. Hillan1 
McBeth are general agents respectively of 
the two insurance companies for St. 
Louis; tbat Fred. C. Bosse, brother of the 
plaintiff, had insured bis life in the two com- 
panies, and that he died on the 3rd of 
August, 1578, by reusonofasickness calcd 
Addison’s disease. Ficd Bosse left a will de- 
vising the proceeds of bis insurance policies to 
his brother Charies, the plaintiff in tbis suit. 
Shortly aiter,in August, 1878, Messrs. Hill ana 
McBeth filed an affidavit with Coro rer 
Auler, statin; that they believed said Fred C. 
Bosse died by poison administered to himby 
some person unknown. The body of the de- 
ceased was then exhumed and an 
investigation hela by the Coroner which re- 
sulted in the conclusion that Fred. Bosse died 
from Addison’s disevse. Theieunon insiead 
of paying the amount of the  policir« 
the petition states that the New York Lite and 
Unicn Mutual threatened that, unless plaintiff 
would torego a large amount of his claim, they 
would harass him and take the 
case to the United States courts 
so as to prolong litigation, etc., and thus keep 
him out ofthe sum dueto him.

MANGLED CHILDREN. 


Results of the Accident on the Iron 
Mouniaia Road. 


John Goebel Still Living and the 
Others Doing Well. 


The Positions the Boys Occupied Under the 
Car, and How Some of them 
Saved Themselves. 


The Coroner’s Inquest Over the Dead 
Boy. 


In the rain which came on a little after two 
o’clock yesterday, nine boys living near ths 
Gas-works, in tha sovthe.n part of the city, 
took reiuge under car No. 4417 of the Geen 
L ve, then standing near the Cotton Compress, 
© thel:on Mountain Road. A string of cars 
were standing idly along the track and the 
boys swung and plaved about them wa‘ting for 
the rain to cease. Switch engine No. 25, 
in charge of John Nance, ran down 
to bring t'e cars together, and no 
soorer had it struc’s thetrain than a wild 
chorus of shrieks rose in the air, from the boys 
who saw their companions being dragged to 
death. Theengine was stopped at once, be- 
fore the cars had gone thirty yards, but by that 
time all the damage was done. 

John Goebeland Joseph Fritz had been sit- 
ting on the break-bur underneath the car, to- 
ward the north end. The engir ecame from the 
south and both ofthem were kaocked offand 
run over. Fritz was not very seriously 
injured, comparatively speaking. His leg 
was broken in two places, but he will be all 
rightina couple oi weeks but Goebel seems 
to have made a stronger effort to get away and 
so was badly injured. Whenthe car stoppcd 
one ot the wheels was resting directly on hits

Henry Poth died at half past nine last night, 
at his home, 1441 Jackson street. As stated, 
one leg had been completely severed from the 
body. The other was split its fulllength. His 
body is now lying in a large coffinin the same 
room in which his stepvrother, Jolin Goebel, is 
lying. He was about thirteen years old, anda 
bright, affectionate little fellow 
that was loved bv everybody 
who knew bim. He was 5 od idol of bis grand- 
prrenis, and whi'ein his gre..iest agony at the 
railroaa track he begged ‘that b's 5 cement :
